Even after th* parents hav* bowed 
to the inevitable and sent tne child, 
there is the child's own tear to b* 
overcome. More than on* child ha* 
become almost unmanageable at the 
mere suggestion of ho*pitaUaatton. 


The child would not be afraid If it 


were not for hi* parents' fear*. But 
all his life he IMS heard hospital* 
spoken of with the bated breath of 
horror, until he envisions them a* 
places pi punishment, little better 
than prison*. 


In the crowded conditions Under 


which so many people live, sickness 
in the home is difficult, sometimes 
impossible, to handle efficiently. 
When there 1* any question ot sur- 
gical treatment, even a wealthy bom* 
is unable to furnish the appliance* 
and conveniences or the sanitary 
condition* of a hospital. - 


The doctor* can work with man 


assurance of success and less phys- 
ical and nervou* wear and tear in a 
place'equipped and geared for sick* 
ness. Where, furthermore, a man 
could attend one case in the home, 
he can attend halt a dozen or more 
in the hospital. 


The question of nursing must also 


be considered. Very tew people hav* 


' the mean* to engage private nurse*, 


and to add tbe car* of tn* sick to the 
ordinary duties of a household is ex- • 
naufting if it is even possible. 


For these reasons and many more, 


it seams short-sighted, if not actual- 
ly unkind, to breed the tear of hos- 
pital* into children. Instead ot look- 
ing upon hospital* with dread, they 
should team to regard them a* DOOMS 


. of mercy. The thought ot being taken 


to on* should rouse pleasure instead 
ot dread,

September 15 Last 
Day to Pay Taxes 
Without Interest 


County Treasurer Pratt Boice asks 


The Freeman to give what might be 
called a last word of warning to prop- 
erty owners who are In arrears for 
taxes and who -wish to settle their 
indebtedness without having to pay 
Interest on the amount due. 


Mr Boice says that Tuesday, Sep- 


tember 15, is the last day on "which 
taxes may be paid without the added 
penalty 


After September 15 delinquent tax- 


payers will not only have to pay the 
regular five per cent collection fee, 
but in addition interest on the 
amount due at the rate of ten per 
cent per annum from February 1 
last Figured up to the present time 
this would mean an additional charge 
of about 6 H per cent which of course 
would increase the longer the taxes 
remain unpaid. 


The County Treasurer la anxious to 


have those who owe for unpaid tax- 
es know about the situation so that 
they may save themselves a consid- 
erable amount of money by paying 
up before September 15. 


The time for payment of taxes 


without interest charges was by the 
Board of Supervisors extended to 
September 15, but no further exten- 
sion can be allowed by the county 
treasurer's office and no meeting of 
the Supervisors, by whom the time 
could be further extended, has been 
scheduled. 


Many taxpayers have been taking 


advantage of the time extension 
granted, but It is stated that there 
are many still in arrears for unpaid 
taxes.
